Plant Has Doubled i in Two Years 
—Will Install 1200 Tele- 
phones This Year 


Installation of the 500 Hne addition to 
the automatic telephone plant has been 
completed, and the city exchange has now 
a total capacity of 300 telephones. The 
numerous applicants for new lines, who 
have been unable to obtain a service for 
some weeks past, owing to the fact that 
all the available lines were in use, are 
now being equipped with automatic instal- 
lations, 

The heavy demand for automatic tele- 
phones in Edmonton has necessitated two 
additions to the plant within the past 
year, In the spring of 1910 the capacity 
of the exchange was 200 lines. This was 
Increased by a 500-line addition last spring 
and shortly after the completion of this 
the increase in subscribers made it evi- 
dent that a second addition would be re- 
quired almost immediately, 

The addition which {ts now avialable 
must be provided for out of this year's 
capital estimates, Another 600 addition 
Is to be made this summer, and the cost 
of the installation of the 1000 new lines 
Will be $29,420. Before the fall of this 
year the capacity of the exchange will be 
no less than 3500 lines, 

The largest Individual item in the estl- 
mates of the telephone department for tne 
year 1911, is $31,383, the laying of con- 
dults and the provisions of underground 
cable to serve the city north of the rall- 
Way tracks. The nature of this work was 
described In The Capital of a recent date. 

In the east end of the city south of the 
tracks there will be a heavy outlay, and 
the cost of new conduits and cable in- 
Stallation, and general extensions, {s es- 
timated $24,291. 

Additional capacity required to accom- 
modate subscribers west of First stree 
North of Jasper avenue and south of the 
CG. ON. KR. tracks and north of the Groat 
estate, Will involve an outlay of 35,502, 

1200 additional telephones are provided 
for in the estimates, while the cost of 
labor for the carrying out of the season’s 
work is estimated at 315,00. Insulated wire 
main frames and wiring blocks, to cost in 
all $4,982, bring the total capital esti- 
mates of the department to $130,000,

CONDITIONS HERE 


Secretary Fisher Is After Scalps 
of Writers Who Malign the 
Province 


This morning, Pat Welch, one of 
the members of the firm of Foley, 
Welch and Stewart, whose home is in 
Spokane, reached the city from that 
place last evening, and is a guest iat 
the King Edward.

Writers of magazine and newspaper ar- 
“cles who persist in misrepresenting con-

One of the latest was 
an article published tn an English paper, 
written by an Englishman who professed 
lo have come to Alberta and to Edmonton 
and to have found conditions here such 
that people could not exist. “This has 
evidently been one of the oid-countrymen 
Who have not ‘nade good’ said Mr, Fish- 
er, “and are voicing their sourness on the 
country in articles absolutely misrepre- 
senting conditions,” 

“The old-country writer persists in’ call- 
ing Edmonton ‘Edmunstown,’ and gave a 
frewsome picture of conditions in Alberta, 
Where he said the farmers were unable to 
pay mortgages on their farms, and where 
it was almost imposisble to live.” Mr, 
Misher has writter an article to this paper 
counteracting the old-countryman’s article. 

Tho Other Extreme. 

“That Is one case of mistepresentation 
of conditions” said the secretary,, “but 
fully as mueh harm ean be done by articles 
such as recently appeared ins the Detrott 
News, a copy of which Lt have received.

which enables this and other more 
common Operations to be performed 
with accuracy and surety did not come 
as a direct revelation or a sudden in- 
spiration of genius. It was laboriously 
acquired from a great many experi- 
ments upon dogs and other animals. 
In the course of his experiments Dr. 
Carrel not only cut veins and arteries 
and sewed them together again; he 
cut out sections of these blood-vessels, 
washed them, left them outside the 
animal for varying lengths of time, 
and then put them back in place; and 
he transferred sections of arteries 
from ong animal to another and show- 
ed that these transplanted sections 
performed the functions of those that 
had been removed as well as did the 
originals. All of these operations bia 
fair to have an important bearing ir 
enabling surgeons to repair bodily in- 
juries which heretofore it has been 
difficult or impossible to remedy. 
From the beginning of human his- 
tory men have sought to cure disease 
and to heal injuries to the bodily me- 
chanism. It seems a natural inquiry 
why it should have been necessary to 
wait for centuries for knowledge so 
simple as that which now enables sev- 
ered blood-paccages to be united, -r 
why, having gone on without it for 
all these centuries, it snould have been 
gained within the past few years. The 
answer to this question contains in a 
nutshell the explanation of the rapid 
advance of medicine and surgery with- 
in the past generation, a progress 
which, asa well-known surgical writer 
puts it, has accomplished more in the 
past thirty years than has been achiev- 
ed in the preceding thirty centuries, 
In 1846 Dr. Morton and Dr, Warren, 
of Boston, made public application of 
the use of ether for producing anaes- 
thesia (insensibility to pain) in per- 
sons undergoing operations, a discov- 
ery which had been made indepeni- 
ently by Dr. Morton and by Dr. Long, 
of Georgia. This was a step of tre- 
mendous importance in the progress 
of surgery, for it made possible the

Pasteurs Dieccrcey 
The scientnic investigafgions of Pas- 


mentation and puvrefaction in vege- 
table products led to the second great 
step in advance which has made pos- 
sible modern surgery. Pasteur revo- 
lutionized medicine, and his ¢xperi- 


fer in aetermining tue causes of fer- 


ter, tae working out of whicn revo- 
lutionized surgery, By a long series 
of experiments Lister demonstrated 
that the air and its elements had noth. 
ing to do with the infection of wounds, 
but that is was caused by minute or- 
ganisms, floating like dust in the at- 
mosphere, which are collectively de- 
scribed, in popular parlance, as germs 
or microbes. 

One of the experiments employed to 
determine this consisted in placing a 
luid excretion in jars with long necks. 
The upper neds of these necks curved 
over with the tips pointing downward. 
Openings in these tips gave access to 
the air, but particles settling dowa- 
ward in the atmosphere could not 
reach the interior. Although kept in 
these containers for four years, the 
contents showed no signs of femen- 
tation or decay, but when a smail por- 
tion was poured into an ordinary open- 
moutned receptacle it almost imme- | 
drately teemed with bacteria, and signs | 
of decomposition were manifest within | 
an hour or two, 

As a result of his many tests Lister 
concluded that the cause of infection 
in bodily wounds and injuries was tu 
be found in the presence of bacteria. 
At that time, of course, it was not 
known that there were almost count- 
less varieties of these infinitesimal or- 
ganisins, some harmless and others 
virulent. ‘Lo prevent germ infection 
Lister proposed to destroy the germs 
in the neighborkood of cuts and in- 
juries. As the readiest means of ac- 
complishing this he hit upon the use of 
carbolic acid upon the dressings of 
wounds and fractures and the use of a| 
spray of carbolic acid vapor during

Banished Risks. 


While the adoption of the antisep- 
tic method relieved surgery of sonie 
of its most dreadful msks, minimized 
blood-poisoning, banished erysipelas 
and gangrene, and put an end to the 
tedious process by which nature pre- 
viously overcame the septic compii- 
cations which were the almost invari- 
able aftermath of operations, this was 
only a part of the benefit it conferred. 
It opened vast new fields of beneli- 
cent endeavor which surgeons hitherto 
had not dared to enter. With blood- 
poisoning an almost inevitable conse- 
quence, no surgeon would open the 
abdomen except in cases absolutely 
desuerate. Operations in the abdom- 
inal territory were confined almost ex- 
clusively to cases where this region 
had been penetrated by stab or bullct 
wounds, or other injuries. The sur- 
gery of tthe brain, now progressing so 
remarkably, was an unwritten chapter 
in the book of surgical progress. Op- 
erations upon the heart or the large 
blood-passages adjacent to it were un- 
dreamed of. 

° The third great factor in the ad- 
vance of medicine and surgery within 
the past generation has been the adop- 
‘tion and increasing use of the experi- 
mental method dn investigating the 
causes of disease, and in working out 
methods of preventang or combating 
it. The first aplication of any new 
idea in the treatment of ills or injur- 
ics necessarily is, to a certain extent, 
an experiment.
